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'Can't Be Helped' Attitude Held

5îi?'^^*'**î" always been a sore point at 
McG II. People violently denounce racial strife 
in the South but by . eentlemen's agreement 
ti»3v seem quite content to leave segregation 
at AicGill on a list of unmentionable topics. 
KvL'iy once in a while someone dares to broach' 
tho (|iiestion but he is either quietly ignored 
or put off Willi a "we don't like the situation 
eiUmr but there's nothing we can do about it" 
answer. 

A case in point happened earlier this fall. 
At the Fanhellenic opening rushing tea the 
president advised the rushees that, to avoid 
unnecessary embarrassment, Jewish girls should 
register on one side of the room and' Gentiles 
on the other. Several people objected to this 
ticnlmcnt. They wrote a letter to the editor 
saying so. No one on the Panhellcnic Council 
cnred to reply. Interviewed by the Daily last 
ni,7Jit the Panhellcnic President's comment 
was, "there's really nothing that can be done 
about it". 

Fraternity segregation Is by no means the 
only type of segregation prevalent on campus. 
Itoughly speaking, we can divide McGill segre- 
gation into three classes — in campus clubs, 
in fraternities, and in unorganized social 
. cliques. 

As regards the first type, about 40 per cent 
of campus clubs have as their aim sesresation 
of some sort. There are nine Christian clubs, 
two Jewish organizations, and 17 national 
clubs. There is nothing wrong with such orga- 
nizations; in themselves they fulfill a necessary 
function. What is more to the point, however, 
is that the remaining activities, while sup- 
posedly of a non-segrcgatlonal nature, tend to 
bs either predominantly «Gentile or Jewish. 
The moment an organization becomes predomi- 
nantly anylliing, members of the opposite group 
begin to steer clear of it. 

- "Almost everyone in that group is Jewish 
(or Gentile)," people remark, "let's not join 

' Other activities which do not show a ten- 
dency toward "natural" ségrégation seem." in 
general, to have the balance quite carefully and 
artificially maintained. We cannot condemn 
them for this; it seems that some action of this 
sort must be taken. 

Certain McGill fraternities speak of an 
absence of discriminatory clause^ in their con- 
stitutions. Yet the Panhellenic handbook con- 
tains the following sUtement, "Jewish Sorori- 
ties — Delta Phi Epsilon and Sifima Delta Tau, 



the two Jcwish'sororities, will hold their events 
as follows..." Elsewhere, another list of 
events is labelled "Christian Fraternities". The 
men can claim no better. The recognized 
"Jewish" fraternities rush at different times 
and' under different rules from the "Christian" 
fraternities. 

Excuses of the sort, "WcU, we bid a Jewish 
boy once" or "There was a Jewish girl in our 
fraternity last year" do not change the status 
quo. It still remains a fact that there exists a 
subtle, and semi-official segregation of McGill 
fraternities. 

But by far the worst offenders in the uni- 
versity are the unorganized cliques; the closely- 
knit groups of Gentiles or Jews who will have 
nothing to do with members of the other reli- 
gion; who will ostracize anyone who has the 
temerity to form a friendship with — or part- 
icularly to date — a member of the opposite 
denomination. It is these people who are re- 
sponsible for the unofficial segregation of 
fraternities and the semi-segregauoo of other 
campus organizations. 

University students are supposed to be the 
more intelligent members of the general popu- 
ation. Traditionally, they are idealistic: even 
hot-headed at times. If segregation prevails 
at .McGill, small wonder it prevails elsewhere. 
A university should be the one place, above all 
others, where people of different races and 
religions can mix and get to know each other 
as human beings. Yet at McGill parental ;ind 
group pressure are sufficient to impose almost 
complete social segregation. 

^ Often, we go throuRh the motions of social- 
izing with members of that "opposite group", 
but are wc only kidding ourselves? Even tliose 
who tend to be good friends during school hours 
'P'r—HP' ""Çf lectures and Gentile and Jew 
or White and Black wend their separate social 
ways. 

We mentioned to a friend of ours the fact 
that we were writing this editorial. "Why do 
it? ' he asked. "Kveryone is happy with the way 
things are now." But are we happy? Are we 
getting the most out of college in this way? 
More Important, however, Is It- right? Far 
better to admit we are out-and-out segregation- 
allsts than to remain hypocrites the rest of 
our lives. 



The question of sej^regation In fruternities and 
sororities met with mixed reaction when prominent frater- 
nity executives were polled by the Daily last night, but 
the general feeling was that it "couldn't be helped". 

In regards to a letter criticizing 
Panhellenic segrcgatlonal practi- 
ces. Council President Judy Kline- 
berg Issued the following state- 
ment: 

"We started to write a letter 
(to the,.DaUy in reply) but could 
get nowhere with it. There's really 
notlilng that can be done abo.it 
it (segregation in fraternities). 
It's the same in other campus or- 
ganisations, for instance llilkl 
or the national clubs". 

CENTRAL OFFICE BLAMED 

One. women's fraternity presi- 
dent was asked to comment on the 
treatment of a Negro girl by the 
Toronto chapter of their sorority 
(see story this page). She said 
that her fraternity had voted una- 
nimously In fovour of rushing a 
Negro girl this year but tliat a 
bias clause in the constitution of 
the "central office" of her frater- 
nity prevented rushhig non-whitcs. 

A Jcwisli sorority president said 
that theoretically the constitution 
of their national organization is 
non-sectarian but in practice "we 
do not rush Christian girls". 

Another executive of a "Chris- 
tian" women's fraternity involved 
in tlie Toronto dispute told tiio 
Daily that although there was no 
bias clause for her fraternity "it 
is an unwritten law tl>at we do not 
rush Jewish or Negro girls"> 

0)mmenting on the Toronto si- 
tuation one member , whose chapter 
ot Varsity was^tavolved, stated. . 
"It's a shome' that'l' rale originat- 
ing in the SouUiern states must 
alfect us in the North but there 
is Apparently nothing we can do." 



. The president of the Inter-Fra 
ternlty Council, Jim ReiUy, assur- 
ed the Daily that IFC rushing rules 
did not prevent tlie so-called 
"Christian" fraternities from rush- 
ing Jewish students through tlie 
"regular rushing" procedures, and 
vicc-vcrsa. However, one of tJie 
executives of a "Jewish" frater 
nity said this was not done "in 
practice". The reason: "No one 
wants to step on the others toes" 

One Christian fraternity man 
said he knew of at least three 
Jewish students who were bcin;; 
rushed by "airistian fraternities' 
In at least one of tho cases the 
names had been ollo;ated at the 
IFC's draw for "Christian" fra 
tcrnitics. 

SHARP DISTINCTION 

Another "Christian" fraternity 
executive stated that although his 
fraternity was not rushin;; any Je- 
wish students this year they had 
done so in the past but never in 
any great numt)cr. This was be- 
cause of the "sharp distinction" 
between Jews end Gentiles, he 
claimed. 

A Jewish fraternity member said 
that their national organization did 
not have a bias clau.se and in 
fact certain American houses had 
Gentile presidents. "But at McG'U 
where, there' ere 16 Christian fra- 
ternities and only four Jewish ones 
we cannot ni.sh Christians or we 
would lose our Individuality". 

The president of one Christian 
fraterhity stated flatly tliat his 
constitution did not permit pledg- 
ing .either Jews or Negroes.

BULLETIN. — The Students' 
Administrative Council of the 
U. of T. last night unanimously 
approved a resolution "deploring" 
racial segregation in fraternitie.'s. 
Tabled until, tomorrow night was 
a resolution' to withdraw all 
privileges from campus orf^niza- 
tions wlio refused to .stàte that 
they did not jndnlgc in such dis- 
crimination. ' 

TORONTO (CUP) — FralemiUes on 
tlie University of Toronto campus are 
running scared this week following 
charges by a Negro student that she 
was discriminated against whan she 
tried to -join a fraternity. 

Twenty-one-yearK>ld Barbara Arring- 
ton said that presidents of two of the 
women's (ratcmitics took her. for a 
"walk around the block" and told her 
no one would bid for her if she tried 
to join. . 

'NO' BIAS CLAUSES " 
Before this, both fraternities (Kappa 
Kapna Gamma knd Delta Gamma), had 
publicly expressed interest in having 
Barbara in their chapters. The execu- 
tive members of the two fraternities 
made it clear there were no discrimi- 
natory clauses in their constitutions. 

On the morning of the first of a 
series of teas held to allow the frats 
and the prospective members to look 
each other over; Mary Jose Bakker, 



president of Kappa 
took Barbara for the

AVOID EMBARRASSMENT 

The conversation that took place was 
rather confused. Mary Jose said she 
wanted to save Barbara any possible 
"embarrassment" and told her if she 
continued rushing she would not be 
bid for by any fraternity. 

One rcisou given Barbara was that 
she had not been recommended by a 
member of the fraternity chapter in 
her home town. New York .City. Bar- 
bara said the card she wa-i asked to 
fill out did not request such a recom- 
mendation. 

•VARSITY' INTERVENES 

Upset by these developmsnts, Barba- 
ra did not attend the teas, but went to 
the "Varsity" and told her storj'. 



The "Varsity" advised her to conti- 
nue rushing and Barbara did her best. 
She met Helen O'Rorke, president of 
Delta Gamma, who told her she had 
missed the teas and was Ineligible for 
membership. 

The "Varsity" intended to print 
Barbara's story last Friday, but tlie 
women's inter-fraternity group, Panhel- 
lenic, asked the paper to wait until 
they had a meeting.. A representative 
of the Panliellenic said the Panhellenic 
would issue a statement. The "Varsity" 
witheld publication for four days. - No 
statement was Issued, other than "No 
comment". 

"Canadians have a lot to say about 
race discrimination in the United Sta- 
tas, but this should knock their holier- 
than-thou attitude into the air", charg- 
ed Barbara, who admitted that she war 
greatly disappointed In the fraternities 
decision. . ' .

Although the premier gave 
no indication of •svhat' the plan might be it was hinted by other sources 
that he will ask for increased direct tax powers in the personal and 
corporation income tax field. Increased revenue would be distributed 
tf the oniversitiea.

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Cows Come Home at MRT

A New York critic once said "I shall like George Bernard 
Shaw's plays until the cows come home." Last night, at the Mltr, 
the cows came home in herds. „ i 

Some amazing direction (from Donald TilcGill). some good, 
romc bad acting, and a liberal amuiint of indomitable Shaw 
jirovided the audience with a strange and fascinating mixture. 

Colin Wilson, famous angry young man and author of "I he 
Outsider" once remarked that Bernard Shaw would live in literature 
as a greater dramatist than Shakespeare. This is the sentiment 
of many who liave not studied Shakespeare, buHlUilnlcrest lies 
not OS much in the observation as the idea that Sh»w and Shakes- 
peare arc related, if not in giealnesJ, then by merit of their 
superior dramatic power. (Superior over John Osborne, llial is). 

Shaw and Shakcipiare, (or tht MRT, proved similar In on« 
r*«pect : their dialogue it difficult. Difficult to speak and to *ct; 

but more difficult to direct. Shsw'i tpetchas are «t com- 

licated and intricate as many of Shakeipeare't loliloquiet; and 
ocauiB Shaw 1» writing in an almoit contemporary vernacular 
cne tends to forget Ihik complexity. In consequence actors are 
neither prepared nor disciplined enough to speak these line*. 
They discover, thai they cannot speak them in the studied and 
mannered Shakespearian way; nor can they "throw It out" as 
If they were doing Kaufman and Hart. There Is a problem. 

The problem was unsolved by director Donald MeC^ill. The 
actors tried valiantly to i)ieU up the pace and to make the play 
run at a trol: they were defeated to .t leisurely walk by the 
cramped, inhibited and \mima;;inative direction. 

"Di'inocraey" says Shaw in this play "reads well, but it doesn't 
net well. I. ike . some people's plays." And it Uss been sugKesled 
thai he himself was a Democrat. But at least lie gives scope for 
an imaginative use of movement and action: the plot twists and 
turns, and the dialogue rarely flags; it is a witty play and must 
he played wittily. But it is, indeed, difficult to be witty when 
competing against a totally .italic direction — having to sit at a 
table in the centre of the stage and simply "talk talk talk". 

The first act, with the notable exception of Eric Donkin, 
lagged into dreary nothingnass. The lecond act began to run 
well, especially during Eric Kosky'i stints on stage, and as the 
plot thickened towards lha end, Shaw himself broke through 
magically and redeemed the evening for us. 

The set, designed by Karl Preston, was excellent. These 
ni-tors impressed at varicms pbints of their performance: Wilfred 
Hastings (playing subtly), Felix Fitzgerald (playing less subtly), 
and I'aul Hceht (who also pl.^ycdl. 

Kric Donkin and ICrie Koskv are both very fine actors; Donkin's 
part as' the effpmin;ilc, liyslerical and brilliant son was a very 
nmu-sinq performance. Kosl^y was consistently funny in his 
briefer appearances. 

Last night's performance was not on the whole a good one. 
But a visit to the theatre v/ill probably not be unrewarding: by 
the (ccond and third nighls of this run, the playeri will have 
improved greatly. And Shaw it worth a visit anyway. 

But of last night we can only echo the words of I'etp.r Wood 
when, at Stratford, he was dissalislied with the acting (and his 
own direction) in '"As You Like it", lit said: "If this play doesn't 
come off, tu) one is going to blame the author. He wrjtes well".
